EDITORIAL CHANGE. 

Mr. Walter P. Williamson has re- 
tired from the editorial management 
of the Tarboro Southerner, in order 
to devote himself to the practice of 
his profession of law. Mr. Wi'liam- 
son was aready and forcible writer, 
a strong advocate of the doctrines of 
the Democratic party, and we part. 
from him with regret. 

He is succeeded by Mr. Dossey 
Battle, of Rocky Mount, agentieman 
already known in the editorial worid 
of the State, an elegant writer and 
fearless in the advocacy of right. 
We extend him a hearty welcome to 
the editorial tripod, and wish for him 
and his journal much prosperity. 


Wilson Advance, alluding to 
the adoption by the Convention of 
the ordinances reducing the number 
of Supreme and Superior Court Judg- 
es, abridging the session of the Gen- 
eral Assembly and est ‘ishing in- 
ferior or intermediate Courts, puts if 
thus truly: “The Convention ha- 
adopted four ordinances, which show 
an earnest disposition for retreach- 
mentand reform. The four amend- 
ments alluded to will cause a saving 
to the tax-payers of the State to the 
amount of nearly one hundred thous- 
and dollars per annum, or which, if 
ratified by the people, will save the 
State in ten years nearly ONE MIL- 
LION OF DOLLARS.” 


‘THE Greensboro New North Slat 
consoles itself and congratulates its 
party in the following manner. It is 
heartily welcome to the consolation 
it can obtain in that manner: ‘‘We 
think ita lucky thing for the Repub- 
licans of the first district that Ran- 
som has gone over to the Democrats. 
Heretofore he has been the rock up- 
on which our friends split in that 
district. Claiming to be «a Republi- 
can, he bas been able each time he 
bolted, to secure followers enough to 
damage us. Now that he has dis- 
robed himself of his wolf’s clothing 
and shows what he is, Repubiicans 
wiil no longer listen to his exhorta- 
tion nor heed his advice. If he had 
shown his true colors vears ago, the 
Republicans of the first distiict would 
be better off to-day.” 


W. W.HOLDEN'’s DISABILITIES. 

The Convention has declined to 
pass the ordinance granting pardon 
to Gov. Hulden; the Republicans 
generally voting for the measure, 
and the Democrats general!y voting 
against the passage of the ordi- 
nance. 

However much individual mem- 
bers of the dominant party in the 
Convention may have been inclined 


to pardon Gov. Holden, they were 
clearly estopped from such action 


by the restrictions imposed in the 
act calling the Convention. These 
restrictions they had sworn to ob- 
serve. J'hey are not the men to 
lightly value their oaths. TJ'he 
Committee to whom the proposed 
ordinance was referred, containing 
the ablest members of the Conven- 
tion, and composed of Radicals as 
well as Democrats, made, we believe, 
&@ unanimous report—though there 
may have been one dissent—recom- 
mending that the ordinance do not 
pase, because it was violative of the 
restrictions. TJ'his sealed the fate 
of the measure. It could not under 
such circumstances be passed. We 
were struck by a remark that fell 
from Mr. Blocker, from Cum- 
berland, in explaining his position 
on this question. He said in effect, 
that evenif the right of the Conven- 
tion to pass the ordinance was 
doubtful, he must give his oath the 
benefit of thedoubt. This wasem- 
inently proper. We believe that all 
the Conventions that have assembled 
in North Carolina between 1776 and 
1861 were restricted, and we suppose 
that the members of none were 
more cautious than that of 1835 in 
observing the restrictions they had 
sworn to obey. And yet we have 
beard the members of that Conven- 


tion charged with a non-observance 


of their oaths! and have had to an- 
swer an argument built on that al- 
legation, “that it was dangerotis to 
“eall a Convention, even though re- 
‘stricted, because it was dangerous 
“to trust to the mere oaths of the 
“Jelegates; for if the Convention of 
“1835 disregarded their oaths an- 
“other Covvention might do like- 
“wise.” This allegation reflecting 
go seriously on the Convention of 
1835 was founded on the flimsiest 
pretext, in fact there were no grounds 
for it. 

Still, since the damaging charge 
has been made as to that body, 
which we are in the babit of consid- 
ering the finest hody of representa- 
tives ever assembled in the State, 
it behooves the present Convention 
to be cautious, so that the charge 
may not be made with any show of 
justice against it. Z’bhe members 
way well be on the alert not to vio- 
late the restrictions, for certain it 1, 
iliberal and hypocritical partisans 
will hereafter seek to fix that stigma 
on the majority of the Convention. 

Let our friends in all doubtful 
matters be careful to give their oaths 
the benefit of the doubt. 


INCOURAGE MANUFACTURES, 
We notice that Mr. Bennett, of 
Anson, who has developed an amount 
of practical statesmanship that plac- 
es bm along side of the best think- 
ers in the State, has introduced an 
ordinance in the Convention looking 
to the fostering of our manufactur- 
ing interests. His proposition is to 
exempt from taxation such manu- 
factures as may be made from our 
home produets. This or some similar 
provision ought by all means to be 
incorporated into the Constitution. 
Sometime ago a proposition was 
made in the General Assembly to ex- 
empt for a period of years such pro- 
perty as might be in use for manu- 
facturing purposes; but while there 
was every disposition on the part of 
the legislature to faver by this 
means our incipient factories, if was 
discovered that the terms of the 
Constitution forbade such a desir- 
able measure. As the Constitution 
stands, all property in the Siate is 
to be taxed equally; this in the ab- 
stract is a just and fair provision: 
but inasmnch as it prevents any 
special fayors being shown to those 
who wish to engage in manufactur- 
ing enterprises, it isa harmfal rather 
than a wholesome rule. 

Our manufacture need 
fostered. As yet we are only 2 
agricultural people—but there are 
thousands of persons within our 
borders unfit for agricultural pur- 
suits, whose industry can be turned 
to advantage in factories. By culti- 
vating manufacturies we open up & 
new employment for our people,— 
one that is light and profitable, and 
therefore well suited to that part of 
our population who are unable to 
endure the hard and constant labor 
of the farm hand. 

Again, manufactures will diversify 
our employments, and the welfare 
and prosperity of the State will be 
augmented by every new field of in- 
dustry that may be opened to our 
citizens. 

But apart from this no State ever 
becomes rich, powerfal or populous 
that is merely agricultural. We must 
have other resources. Our people 
during the late war developed as 
much mechanical genins and mann- 
facturing capacity as were ever 
brought into play in any other por- 
tion of the world in a like brief 
period. All they need now to in- 
duve them to embark in sueh enter- 
prises is a little stimulus. It does 
not reqmre much capital to begin : 
let them have a reasonable expecta- 
tion that they can make a factory 
pay and they will start it. Once 
started they will find themselves 
sailing on the sea of prosperity and 
will have no desire to go back to the 
old times when the busy hum of 
machinery was unheard in the land- 
The effects of manufacturing on a 
people is seen in the case of Mass- 
achusetts—a State that has millions 
invested in such property and whose 
soil is so unproductive that her agri- 
cultaral products do not snffice to 
subsist her teeming population. 

And yet governmental aid was 
necessary to develope the factories 
of Massachusetts. Had there been 
no high tariff, there would have been 
no such extensive manufacturing in- 
dustries in New England as now 
make us wonder at their vastness. 

Ouce let our people begin in this 
new departure and we will soon have 
cause to congratulate ourselves on 
the change. We can compete suc- 
cessfully with the world in the manu- 
facture of cotton yarns and heavy 
cotton goods. This is easy todem- 
onstrate. Facts, figures and daily 
experience prove the operation. All 
we need is a beginning: this we 
will speedily have if the State gov- 
ernment will foster our incipient 
enterprises by relieving them or 
their product; from taxation for a 
season.

American Odd Fellowship—the 
Young Giant ofthe 19th Ccntary 
—Glances at its Hastory—Its Won- 
dertal Progress—Practical Results 
—Present Status, Ete. Ete, Ete., 
inder this heading the Indiano- 

polis Sentinel of the 20th inst. gives 

the following brief history of the 

Order of Odd Fellows in this country, 

which peculiarly appropriate at 

this time, as the Girand Lodge of the 

Order was in session last week in 

Indianopolis, there being three dele- 

gates from this State in attendance 

Messrs. Seaton Gales, W. H. Bagley 

and C. M. Busbee, of Raleigh: 


The world, as a rule applauds suce 
cess, no matter in what line or diree- 
tion it may be. From the foot-race of 
the boys to the conquering cf a na- 
tion, from the single scull competiti- 
on to the faroeean yacht race, from 
abase ball match toa battle, the 
world figuratively “throws up — its 
and lustily cheers the winner, 
Wien the suecess achieved is for 
the benefit of humanity, monuments 
are ereeted and a grateful people em- 
baim in its country’s historic heart 
the name and deeds of its benefactor. 

Associations of a benefi- 
cial character to their members have 
long been popular in our own as 
well as other countries, and some of 
them have developed the fact that 
they are not only elevating to and 
protective of their own, butarea 
positive good tocommunities aud 
tions. 

Allages have shown the desire 
upon the part of men to associate or 
“club together in societies, fraterni- 
ties, clans, associations, etc. Some 
of these societies have been antago- 
nistic to church, state and the good of 
men; others have builded their claims 
to success upon social, literary or 
military features; others again upon 
fraternal and benevolent characteris- 
tics. It is to this latter class that our 
attention turns at this time, or rather 
to a single organization. 

Looking over this fraternal field 
on our continent, one cannot but no- 
tice the number of secret (so-called) 
orgapizations. We have the Knights 
of Pythias, Grangers, Sons of Amer- 
ica Heptasophs, Druids, Red Men, 
American Mechanics, Wise Men, 
(iood Templars, Sons of Temperance, 
Templar of Honor, Masons, Cdd Fel- 
lows, and scores ofothers. 

Some are voung and searcely any 
save one) very old. While recog. 
nizing the worth and good works 
performed by severalof those above 
coumerated, it is not invidious to as- 
sert the two great fraternal organi- 
vations of the day are the Masons and 
the Odd Fellows. 

The first of these ccmes down tous 
from tie days of antiquity, is head 
covered with the honored silver locks 
of time, and numbering on its | ast 
and present rolls many of the emin- 
ent men oof our tand, its mission 
recognized, and its works an endur- 
ing monument of its worth, 

put itis mot of it, but its younger 
companion, Ameriean Odd Fellow- 
ship, Whose represeptatives assemble 
in our c.ty to day, of Whoi we must 
speak. 

Whenee is it? And hew is it that 
an order which, sixty years ago, had 
hot an existence, sends this day a 
body of men from every portion of 
our land—a body which, in point of 
ability, eloguenece and diguifled bear- 
ing, compares favorably with any 
deliverative or Jeyislative assemblave 
in eur republic? 

Aud tlese representatives are but 
the cabinet for half a million cons 
stituencv—half a million earnest, 
practical workers, with a mighty 
revenue and a liberal, open hand. 

It calls upou the reflective mind to 
examine and see what magic spell 
has conjured up this host which tow 
is marching through our land with 
bright banbers, upon which are in- 
scribed, “Friendship, Leve and 
Truth,” “Visit the Sick,’’ **Relieve 
the Distressed,’ *‘Bury the Dead,”’ 
Protect the Widow,” *‘Edueate the 
Orphan.’ 

We hear that Old Fellowship ori- 
ginally came from aud in- 
vestigation proves that while the 
precise origin of the name “Odd Fel- 
low’? cannot be found, that clubs or 
associations with this tithe are men- 
tioned in the London publications in 
1745, 175s, ete. 

But these were largely convivial 
associations, and the * lodges,” asthe 
clubs were called, wereself instituted, 
independent affairs, with no general 
bead orsystem. We findthem prin- 
cipally im Lendon and Liverool. 
However, in 1899, one Thomas Bol- 
ton, of a London lodge, goes to Man- 
chester and institutes a *‘lodge’’ there. 
In this city some thinking, intelli- 
geutmen joined the order, and seeing 
that by system and reforming some 
of the practices, the association could 
be turned to practical good, a change 
was proposed, looking to the abolish- 
ment of some of the convivial ele- 
ments. This appears not to have 
been favorably received by the Lon- 
don and Liverpool brethren, (or, as 
they called themselves, the **Union 
Order of Odd Fellows,’’) and we find 
that in 1813 the Manehester brethren 
seceded from the ‘Union’ order and 
instituted an independent order of 
their own, which is now known far 
and Wide as the ‘Manchester Unity.” 
And we wili here state that this unity 
to-day is very strong and popular, 
working upon a systematic principle 
of dues and Lenefits, with a revenue 
of about five million dollars annuaily, 
au expenditure for relief of $1,500,600 
annually, and a membership of about 
five hundred thousand, 


But returning: In 1818 an English 
Odd Fellow. Thomas Wildey, ar- 
rived in Baltimore, Md., and by per- 
sonal effort, advertising, ete., wus 
evabled to find four other members, 
(John Welch, Jobn Dunean, Rich- 
ard Rushworth and John Cheatham) 
and these fiveinstituted Washington 
Lodge No. Lon April 26, 1819. This 
lodge was regularly chartered after- 
ward as the Grand Lodge of Mary- 
land and of the United States by the 
general committee of the Manches- 
ter Unity, and Thomas Wildey was 
chosen as first noble grand and also 
as first grand master, 


Previous to 1819, efforts had been 
made in New York City, Boston, and 
other points to establish lodges, and 
soine had been instituted, but they 
were short lived. The first perma- 
nent lodge was Washington No 1 as 
above given, 

In 1522, the various lodges that had 
been formed united under one goy- 
erpinent, and on January 15, 1825, 
the Grand Lodge ef the United States 
held its first conmmunieation, Thom: 
o Wildey, the first grand sire, presi- 
ding, 

Up to 1842, the “Manchester Work” 
was used, but differences occurring, 
4 committee Consisting of the present 
Grand Secretary, James L, Ridgely, 
andthe then Grand Chaplain, the 
[sane D. Williamson, were 
commissioned to visit England, and 
adjust them, propose certain reforms, 
etc. They failed in harmonizing 
said differences, returned, reported 
to the supreme body at its session of 


is 


1542, and the Grand Lodge of the 
United States and its constituency 


USially fuli stock, 


seceded from the ‘Manchester Unity”’ 
and declared itseif‘‘independent.”’ 

In 1845, a new ‘‘work,’’ (the one 
now used) was adopted. It was writ- 
ten bythe Rev. KE. H. Chapin, 
James L. Ridgely, John A. Kennedy 
the Rev. J. D. McCabe, and William 
W. Moore. 

Here literally (in IS42) starts the 
American order for it was at this 
date that is shook offthe bands that 
had cramped its progress, and cus- 
toms that impeded its footsteps. The 
convivial element was abolished, 
Better, by lawit was prohibited, and 
among the first blanks of the new 
“American” platform is this law : 

refresiments, except water, 
shall be allowed in a lodge recom.” 

Aud of later date we find on the 
statute Look : 

‘*No intoxicating beverages of any 
desc1:iption shall be used or offered 
by members at any bali, party ani- 
versary or other occasion when the 
name of the order is used or the re- 
galia of the order is worb. 

The ‘drinkers,’ the ‘‘eroakers’’ 
and the pre- 
dicted a speedy downfsll and an 
abrupt termination of existence to 
the order if the convivial elements 
were abolished. Years have rolled 
by ; how stands the record ? 

Thus we have sketchily traced up 
this organization whose supreme 
body honors our city with ils pres- 
ence to-day. In a few years it has 
become a tower of strength, and that 
strength is used to war against vice 
in all its forms. ‘Twenty millions of 
doliars have been paid from the treas- 
urer for benevolent purposes, and 
notwithstanding this mighty draft 
that suffering humanity was drawn 
upon its fraternal bank, it is not im- 
poverished, but twenty millions more 
are reposing in its coffers 

It is practicial and prompt in its 
works, It doubles its obligations by 
aiding early. Whether it was a call 
for bread from Ireland, or from the 
cholera aud vellow fever stricken 
cities of the South, or the fire devas - 
tated West, it has ever been early to 
the rescue, and noble in its contri- 
butions. 

Is it at all wonderful that thousauds 
march into its lodges, and that it wins 
the good opinions of right-thinking 
people. What is the secret? Sim- 
ply this: it fulfills its promises; it 
does as it agrees to; it not only 
preaches, but practices. It is not a 
myth—but a fact! 

Another point, and one which en- 
dears to its members, anc compels 
the admiration of the looker on, is 
this: Rich and poor men ofdiflerent 
creeds, polities and opinions, meet its 
lodge on the great common level of 
brotherhood, and merit and hones- 
ty of purpose are the only standards 
by which they are judged. ‘‘Ologies,”’ 
and “isms,” are left, by mutual agree- 
ment, ‘outside’ of the lodge rooms, 
and all anite to honestly labor for the 
upbuilding and uplifting of humani- 
ty. 

The representative men ofthisgre.t 
fraternal association assemble in an- 
nual council to-day to legislate for its 
Welfare sand advancement. Grand 
preparations have been miade for 
their reception and entertainment 
during the visit.
